State Road 80 east of Belle 
Glade will be reduced from 
two lanes in each direction to 
one lane in the area of a 
railroad crossing 3.5 miles 
east of State Road 15. 

Traffic will be restricted at 
all times from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m. May 4 through Friday, 
May 15. 

U.S. Sugar Corporation will 
be rebuilding its railroad 
crossing in conjunction with 
DOT's ongoing repaving of. 
this 3.5-milé section of State 
Road 80. 

State Road 80 in South Bay 
is also undergoing some 
repaving and one of the two 
westbound lanés will be 
closed until Friday, May 8 
between 9 a.m: and noon 
each day. 

DOT workers will be 

repairing beams under the 
State Road 80 bridge at the 
canal. 
Motorists are urged by DOT 
to drive carefully in these 
work aréas for their own 
safety and the highway 
workers.

Police in the Glades prepared 
for the worst this past weekend 
and hope for the best. 

It was a quiet weekend-in 
Belle Glade, Pahokee and 
South Bay in spite of worries 
over racial disturbances 
because of the Rodney King 
verdict. 

"Several members of the 
community worked very hard 
to keep the lines of communi- 
cation lines open," said Michael 
Miller, Belle Glade's Director of 
Public Safety. "It was a quiet 
weekend.” 

South Bay's Police Chief Roy 
Humston said there were some 
problems in the city May 1 but 
nothing major. 

"An abandoned building at 
105 N.W. 10th Avenue was torn 
up,” he said, "and a few rocks 
and bottles were thrown, but 
nothing major." 

Pahokee Chief of Police 
Carmen "Skeets" Salvatore 
said the streets of Pahokee 
were quiet over the weekend, 
"but we kept our ears open.” 

Reaction to the Los Angeles 
riots in the Glades varied from 
person -to- person.- Many 
residents, black and white 
alike were shocked by the 
verdict rendered by an all 
white jury in the "King beating 


residents 


ict 
trial." 

Margaret Tupper,owner of 
Island House, a local Belle 
Glade business, said, "The 
verdict was ' utter stupidity! I 
mean, a jury has a right to 
listen to the evidence and they 
decide whether a person is 
innocent or guilty. They must 
live with that verdict. We all 
saw the beating on national 
television. It makes one lose 
faith in the justice system. 
How can young people haye 
respect for the law when you 
see that?" 

Pahokee Commissioner Roy. 
Singletary said, "I was amazed 
at the verdict. I actually got up 
from my chair and changed 
channels to see if they had 4 
made some kind of mistake. 

"I feel the verdict was wrong, 
but that justice will come from 
a federal hearing. I strongly 
condemn the rioting that 
occurred after the verdict was 
in. In talking to my const- 
ituents, most believe that 
violence is not the answer. We 
must work together to get 
things accomplished and we 
will get our justice in the end. 
As the economy worsens, this 
causes a lot of unrest in our 
inner cities, We hope nothing 
like this would ever happen in 
our city. " 


South Bay may get

He will be at his office one day 
a week, Dr, Palacio has been on 
the'staff at Glades General 
Hospital since 1990.

Horta is elected new mayor

Ramon Horta will be the first 
Hispanic Mayor in Palm Beach 
County to hold the office of 
mayor elected by the people. 

Nearly 1,000, or over half of 
Pahokee voters turned out at 
the polls Tuesday to take the 
acting mayor title out of Ramon 
Horta's title and give him the 
official, title of Mayor of 
Pahokee. 

Alvis Davis, the other 
candidate for mayor took 351 
votes to Mr. Horta's 554. 

In the Group I Commission 
Seat held by Commissioner 
Carlene Walker, Keith. W. Babb, 
Jr. won with 569 votes to Albert 
E. Choate's 337. Commissioner 
Walker decided to vacate her 
seat earlier this year. 

In. the Group II City 
Commission seat, which was 
held by Ramon Horta who 
relinquished the seat to run for 
mayor, Pete Moore won with 


561-votes to Royal E. York's 
214. 


A total of 919 registered 
voters showed up at the polls 
with 41 absentee ballots and 2 
acceptable write in ballots. 
There were four, but com- 
missioners could not verify the 
signatures. However, as the 
figures show the four write-ins 
would have made no difference 


in the outcome of the race. 
Royal E. York took the time to 


congratulate his opponent, Pete. 


Moore, and wish him well on 
his new job. 

The city commissioners bid 
farewell to Commissioner 
Carlene Walker and each had 
special comments to offer. All 
expressed their best wishes and 
thanked.her for her efforts. She 
received a standing ovation 


fróm constituents in the 
audience. 
She said, "I love Pahokee, 


and I will always be here if 
called upon. You have my phone 
number." 

On a more personal note 
Mrs. Walker said She had 
enjoyed working with the 
commission and said she would 
miss them and Clark H. 
Wilkinson, Pahokee's previous 
mayor who resigned in 
February. 

City Clerk Debra Palmer 
then swore in the new mayor 
and. commissioners. They took 
their seats and adjourned the 
meeting.

Does our jury system really work? In most cases 

“it does. In many cases, it does not. This is what 
America decided after the Rodney King trial. 
From the jury's decision in that case, violence 
began. And, that brought together several 
community leaders to make sure nothing 
comparable takes place in our city. 


If we learn one thing form this, it is that we 
must begin to make Blacks a part of our 
government. When opportunity comes, we must 
hire and promote, as necessary. 


We hope this jury decision will open all eyes, 
white and black. We must come together as one, 
We must have jobs, housing, fairness in law 
enforcement and in all parts of government. 
Then we will have preventive measures to make 
sure such that happened in Los Angeles will not. 
happen in our city. < 


It is regrettable that once again America is 
thrown into turmoil because of a senseless racist 
act to deny justice to an anonymous African- 
American man. All over this country on 
yesterday a violent cry was being heard. This cry 
manifested itself in the burning of millions of 
dollars in property, beatings of somewhat 
innocent non-African-Americans, who happened 
to Ье їп the wrong place at the wrong time, 
death and destruction. Statistics as of today 
indicate that more than 50 individuals are dead, 
more than.2,000 are injured and the arrest tally 
hit more than 9,000. We all agree that this is 
senseless "reaction". But let us not lose sight of 
the "action" that precipitated the senseless 
"reaction". 


For fourteen months, America has viewed, and 
remembered in horror, the video of a "gang" of 
policemen unmercifully beating Rodney King. 
This did not surprise African-Americans, who 
are accustomed to. hearing about, witnessing or 
being party to police brutality. It has been a fact 
of life in African-American households. In the 
Rodney King incident, one policeman in the 
space óf a few minutes hit Mr. King 40 times 
with a "baton" -- a club. Three other members of 
this "gang" took turns battering Mf. King with 
their clubs, as well. They kicked him, while he 
was face down on the pavement, and one 
policeman even stomped his head, after he had 
been beaten for several minutes. 


Some Americans -- probably most Black 
Americans -- breathed a sigh of relief that finally 
some documentation existed of police brutality 
that has plagued Black men in this country for 
the past 400 years. Some Americans thought, 
surely now, police brutality is not a myth that

judges and juries can ignore because of lack of 
evidence, Surely now, as this jury sits as eve 
witnesses to this unjust and unconscionable 
behavior by law enforcement offi¢ers, a message 
will be sent to police officers all over the country 
that a Black man's life is just as important as a 
white man's. p 


A message indeed was sent, But is was not the 
one that reasonable Americans expected. The® 
message that was sent, and unfortunately is still 
being sent, is that when four thugs beat a black 
man within inches of his life, they can be called 
policemen and can be protected. Rather than 
punished, by a justice system that is'designed to 
preserve the domination of white people in 
America. 


People who feel comfortable with this verdict, & 
completely miss this point. However, let me 
bring this system of unjust treatment a little 
closer to home. For the past three or so weeks, 
the city manager, Lomax Harrelle has líad an 
agenda to fill a vacant Assistant to the City 
Manager's position, a public relations position, 
in his department. He received, according to the 
personnel director, 300 applications for the. 
position. This field of applicants was narrowed 
to six, who possessed the requisite credentials @ 
for the job. An African-American man with a 
B.S. degree in economics, experience as a small 
business owner, seven years professional 
experience with the Florida Department of 
Labor, four of those years as marketing 
specialist for the entire District, was one of the 
six. Mr. Harrelle said he needed to hire someone 
he felt "comfortable" with. He did not hire the 
more-than-qualified Black applicant. e 
Let us understand the whole picture. The City, 
although about 60 percent Black, has no 
professional administrators who are African- 
American on the top three levels of management 

in city government. This was brought to the 
city's attention a year ago by the N.A.A.C.P. 
organizing committee, which asked that the 
city's 13-year-old Affirmative Action Policy be 
enforced. That policy summarily states that as e 
positions become vacant in city government, in 
recognition of the historical discrimination 
against racial minorities, efforts will be made to 
recruit and hire qualified minority applicants. 
As a position in the city manager's office became 
vacant, that was not done. 


This kind of action will not be accepted by the 
Black Community. We urge our city government 
to live up to fairness for all citizens of the 
Glades.
